THE PROBLEM OF WESTERN HUNGARY. 


London, Sept. & 

The situation in West Hungary has become more serious. 
Vienna reports that 2,500 regular Hungarian troops have crossed 
the frontier into Lower Austria and attacked the village of 
Kirchsehlag forcing the Austrian gendarmerie and national guard 
to withdraw with a loss of two killed and 20 wounded. After several 
hours fighting, Austrian reinforcements were despatched from 
Wienerneustadt. The Hungarian Minister in Vienna handed to the 
Austrian Chancellor a rete declaring that the Hungarian, Govern- 
ment was ready formally to hand over Burgenland to the Entente 
Mission with Oedenburg and recognise Auatria’s sovereignty over 
it but would not evacuate territory until negotiations were ended 
Austria however declines to enter into negotiations until Bargenland 
is handed ever. . 


BLACK RACE CONGRESS. 


. . Paris, Sept. 6. 
While aiming at the enlightenment and welfare of the world’s 
coloured popalation and equality ef treatment for all races, the Paris 
Black Race Congress expressed themselves averse to revolutionary 
or Bolshevistic tendencies.

The accounts were fnally approv- 
ed, 22,167 votizg in favour of and 
1,807 against approval. .

“Negotiations were carried on 
with the utmost activity, but owing 
to impending cash settlements time 
proved too short to bring them to 
conclasion, and the Board had t, 
devise some legal arrangement in 
order to secure such delay.as was 
necessary to carry forward Liabili- 
ties shortly dae, Such is the. reason 
why. on the 3th Jane, they put in 
& petition to the Commercial § Tri- 
bunal requesting permission to take 
proceedings provided for by the law 
of the 2nd of July 1919 in order to 
get the benefit of the so-called 
transactional settlement.”

The Future of World Trade, 


Sir Chartes Spkes, MLP., on his [| - 


retara to England from a visit to 
the United States and Canada, 
granted an interesting interviow 
to a Press represantative on tha 
political and trade conditions in 
the great Repoblio of the Weat, 

Sir Charles said he found 
everywhere an extraordinary ap., 
Preciation of what Great Britain 
was able to accomplish during 
the war, To Americans, Mr. 
Lioyd George wag the biggest 
man in world politics to-day, and 
if the Prime ‘Minister found it 
possible to go to Washiigton later 
on he (Sir Charles) was confident 
that he would recaive such a 
welcome as would show that tha 
United States could set an 
example to some folk in this 
country in the matter of gratitude 
or and admiration of services 
rendered to the whole world. 

IRISH PEACE CONFERENCE. 

Sir Charles said that the nows 
of the Insh Conferance waa 
recaived on the White Star liner 
Adriatic, on which he orossed 
over, with great enthusiasm, and 
he was certain that in America 
all sections, not excluding the 
most pro-Irish of them, were 
watching the negotiations with 
anxious and friendly interest, 

The great strides which had 
been made by the Roman 
Catholic Church in America and 
Canada also impressed Sir 
Charles, whoramarked that, leav- 
ing religious questions quite aside, 
it was impossible toignore the fact 
that this was a davelopment 
which was having a distinct and 
significant influence in world 
affairs. 

It was in connection with trades 
conditions that Sir Charles's vizit 
was made, and upon that subject 
he speaks with authority. 

The first thing he wou'd say, 
said Sir Charles, was that. the 
United States, although it came 
last into the war, was experienc- 
ing to the full the disadvan- 
tageous economic results of the 
war which wre common to all 
countries.. The coat of living was 
much higher than in England, 
and America had not yat realised 
the significance of a still inflated 
coinage. That was matter 
which they, like Britain, must get 
right with all possible speed. . 

The only trade which seemed 
to be an exception to the rule 
was the tert-le trade, in which 
there was much activizy, but even 
this activity was more or less 
damped, as far as imported goods 
were concerned, by the uncertain- 
ty of the operation of the emer 
gency tariff legislation. 

LOOKING TO CENTRAL EUROPE. 

He had come back from 
the States’ absolutely convinced 
that it was to Central Europe and 
net to America that we must look 
first for a» permanent revival of 
business. . 

The fature of world trade de- 
pended upon ap return to and 
the observance of sound eco- 
comics. Temporary conditions 
migbt have to be'the subjact of 
special arrangements, but he waa 
certain that it was not by tariffs 
and fiscal manipulation that the 
markets of the world would be 
brought back to prosperity. . 
Viaiting America at 2 time 
when their system of desliog 
with labour questions was’ more 
or Jess undergoing a test, Sir 
Charles ssid he could not help 
feeling that'on ‘the whole. that 
system was better than ours. 
While in this country thousands 
of unemployed folk were receiv- 
ing doles from the State, which, 
however necessary, could not 
increase,the self-respect of those 
who received them; and could. 
not fail to bs injurious to the 
country . economically, in the 
United States they had a system 
which threw the responsibility of 
desling with unemployment on 
indastry rather than on the State.

Only yesterday we reported 
tbat, on the orders of the P.W D.. 
the inmates of No. 226 Des Voeux 
Road West had ten ordered to 
vacate the premises owing to the 
building being in danger of 
collspsing. Shorings have had to 
be put in, so one mest take it for 
granted that the property was in 
a pretty bad way. It is indeed 
ironical that the Government, 
which is charged with the pre- 
servation of ‘the safety of the 
public, directly hinders the im- 
provement and repair of property 
(and also the rebuilding of it} by 
the nature of its building regula- 
tions. But-such is the case. 
Under the exis ing Ordinancesand 
even more so under the projected 
Ordinance now before the Legisla- 
tive Council, » landlord becomes 
penalised who seeks to improve 
orrebuild. He has to-conform to 
so many new regulations (and, 
in the case of rebuilding, sacrifice 
a large part of his site) that be 
puts of whatis to him the evil 
day of putting his property in 
betterorder. We have previously 
pointed out this fact, and we 
would sgain urge the Govern- 
ment to give its serious attention 
to the matter aaa whole. Much 
better would it be if the Govern- 
ment took a certain district, 
treplanned it as near as 
possibla to its present formation. 
weeded out the old houses and 
atid allowed room for scavenging 
lanes, etc., and assisted the isnd- 
lords to do the work necessary to 
safeguard the lives of the human 
beings Hving there. By taking 


one district at a time, carefully: 


going through it in such a manner, 
we should soon have.the Colony 
cleanof deathtraps. The present 
policy of waiting until a landlord 
takes the initiative and then 
pouncing on him with all the 
new regulationsis one that has 
killed all inisiative, and one that 
bas, unfortunately, led to falling 
houses killing incocent inmates. 
We want a broader policy, and it 
is time it was adopted.

Whilst on the subject of beavy 
rain one is reminded of the 
agricultural folk of our New 
Territories—folk we in Hongkong 
think very little about. They 
have bad a trying time thie year. 
Just when the first paddy crop, 
was standing almost. to full 
height, ripening off in the May 
aod June sunshine, heavy rains 
came and fisttened field after 
field. With iofinite patience and 
not a Hitle skill, this first crop 
was eventually. gathered and 
barvested, the yield being fairly 
good, but scarcely up to average.

MISCELLANY. 


Switzerland has no language of 
its own. The official languages 
of Switzerland are. French, 
Italian, and Germaa, all three 
being recognized as the “mother 
tongue” of the majority of the 
imbabitants. - A majority of the 
people speak German, while tbe 
others use French and Italian, 
varying as a rule secording to 
the proximity of the’ people to 
each country whose language 
they speak.

Mr. Vaux, who appeared before 
the Magistrate this morning to 
enter x plea of “guilty” on behalf 
of the youth, asked his Worship 
to take into consideration the 
circumstances of the case, and 
deal leniently with the defendant. 
The father bad borrowedeufiicient 
money to refund the loss to the 
Y.M.C.A. people occasioned by 
the youth's lapse, and it waa 
agreed that the charge should not 
be pressed. Moreover, with the 
publicity which the offenca had 
conveyed to his employers, it was 
likely that his chances of 
re-employment in the Green 
Island Cement Company were 
lost. 

The case was adjourned for the 
purpose of enquiring into the 
youth’s .character. when in the 
employment of the $Company, 
and also into the prospects of his 
future employment. | :

LARGE SHIPS ON EUROPEAN RUY, 
In viow of the considerable de- 
pression jn the Exropean trade 
last spring the Osaka Shosen Kai 
sha tied up the Andes-maru of 
10,000 sons and one more large 
ship, in- substitution fer which 
middlesized ships were ron. Ra. 
cently, however, thera hava bean: 
vigorous.shipments of cereals from 
China, this phenomenon resulting 
in an advance in freight rates. 
Accordingly, the company has’ 
decided to put the laid-up ships 
into aotive service again, , 


OIL ENGINES ON THE THAMES. 

Probably more conservatism is 
shown by owners of craft on the 
Thames than on any other im- 
portsnt river, and this is one of 
the reasons why tho oil engine 
has not hitherto made much head- 
way for installation in tugs, bar- 
ges and similar vesse's.

COMPETITION ON THE CALCUTTA 


The Osaka Shosen Kaisha is 
now fully resolved to enter the 
Calcutts ron about the middle -of 
September to the considerable 
confnsion of the shipping com- 
panies, especially the Nippon 
Yusen Kaisha, forming the Ben- 
gal Conference. This new in- 
vader seems to ba prepared to 
incur s logs of over Y10,000 in a 
single outward run via the South 
Seas, with Iow freight rates, No 
definite decision bas been reached 
yet asto what ships will be run 
and what ports will ba called at. 
The company may open adirect 
line *o the destination instead of 
via Java, for the purpose of short- 
ening the peried of navigation 
and. economising expenses. By 
way of paying. the way to the 
present encroachment, the same 
company nas been absorbing ship- 
ments from Catcotta to Jepan 
since January on the pretext that 
the embargo on exports of Ipdian 
coal hes put difficulties inthe way 
of obtaining freights on the home- 
ward run. With the announce-_ 
ment of its present scheme, ithas 
expressed itself ready to carry dry 
goods at only 1 ropes (equal t0.50 
sen) to Singapore, at 2 rupees ta 
Hongkong and at 3 rupees to 
Shanghai and Japan, with the 
intention of bringing the Allied 
companies to terms. The intrader 
is said to be preparing to dispatch 
the first steamer before the mid- 
dle of September. : 


FREE ZONES. 


A very interesting memoran- 
dum was submitted by M. de 
Rousiers to the recent conference 
of the International Chamber of 
Commerce. He dealt with 

8 question of the develop 
ment and regnlarization of free 
zones in ports. He pointed oat 
that free zones very rarely, had 
industrial importance as was 
commonly believed.. Hamburg 
was the only free port with any 
industries, and these were sit 
connected with Shipbuilding. It 
was not advantegeous for indus- 
tries to be created in’ free ports, © 
because they lost their natural: 
market in the hinterland aod 
could only produce for export.

try. Export is in most cases the 
sale abroad of surplus Produc- 
tion.
